Soil for Lilies: After a quarter century of experience with lilies we have 
found that the one type of soil most suitable for all varieties of lilies is 
a loose, coarse gravelly sand, made fertile with old compost, leaf mold 
and peat moss in a well drained site. 


Planting Depths: With the exception of L. TESTACEUM and L. 
CANDIDUM, which should not be covered with more than two inches 
of soil over their tips, no matter how large the bulbs, virtually all other 
varieties will do best if planted at a depth which is approximately twice 
the height from base to tip of the bulb. Thus, if the bulb measures 2”, 
it should be covered with 4” of soil. We believe that no bulb, whatever its 
size, should have more than 6” of covering soil, and even less where an 
all year ’round mulch is maintained. 


An ideal and inexpensive way to grow lilies is from seed. It results 
in vigorous stock, and in the case of hybrids (marked * in the lists 
above) you may get something new and perhaps valuable. Our seed 
is hand pollinated. Minimum orders for seed alone are $2.50, With each 
shipment of seed comes a leaflet prepared by the North American Lily 
Society telling how to grow them.—Which leads us to urge our customers 
to become members of the N.A.L.S. The Society’s Year Book, newsletters, 
round robins and seed exchange are extremely valuable. We will be glad 
to send you an application blank and sponsor your membership.
